jo, | that an attempt to get the Í eft eral 
j authorities to provide the records 
mmm of tin* officers of the world war 
jhas been of no avail. 
The war de- 
tho j partment is required by law to fur* 
• nish the states with such records 
according 
to 
Adjutant 
General 
Raupp, who has informed Missouri 
congressmen of the situation and 
asked them to attem pt to get ac­ 
tion from the war 
department. 
The records of all non-commission­ 
ed men have been received by the 
adjutant general, who stated that 
ex-service officers would do well to 
get their service records 
direct 
from the war department. 
“Ex-service men should not ex- 
pect to receive their bonus imme- 
idiately,” General Raupp said, dis- 
I cussing the administration of the 
now Soldier Bonus law. 
“No bo­ 
nuses will be delivered until the 
work of handling the fund has been 
fully organized and this, no doubt 
will lake considerable timo.” 
The adjutant general said that 
already he is receiving numbers of 
requests for the bonus from ex- 
service men but advised that such 
requests should be withhold and 
that as sdon as the distribution is 
possible, an announcement would 
be made so that all men could ap­ 
ply and have their

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 16.—If the 
churches fail in their high and 
holy tasks there is small hope for 
civilization. President Harding told 
the 
National 
Conference 
of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church here 
yesterday 
in a message 
read by 
Bishop W. F. McDowell of Wash­ 
ington, D. C. 
The 
message 
was 
read at the opening of the confer­ 
ence, regarded by leaders of the 
denomination as one of rtie most 
important in the church’s history. 
“Whoever 
halts 
the 
churches 
must march forward more swiftly 
than they have done,*’ me presi­ 
dent’s 
message 
continued. 
“The 
churches must not fail.” 
The president paid a tribute to 
the church for its work during the 
war, adding: 
“The world never before was in 
such need of right morals, right 
ideals, right relations among men 
and nations, right spirit for meet­ 
ing 
Unparalleled 
conditions 
and 
sound religion in personal, social 
and public life.” 
The president closed his message 
by extending “best wishes for the 
work your church and other church­ 
es are trying and planning to do in 
all the countries.” 
The conference brought to De­ 
troit about tw'enty-five bishops of 
the church in the United States and 
other countries, 
and 
hundreds of 
ministers and laymen. 
The meet­ 
ing is intended to he. inspirational, 
and, according to church leaders, is 
the outgrowth 
of 
the 
centenary i 
movement. 
Bishop 
McDowell 
sounded the 
keynote of the gathering in opening 
the conference 
this 
morning, de­ 
claring “the success of the church’s 
world campaign rests upon our wil­ 
lingness to surrender ourselves en­ 
tirely to Christ.” 
“We never have had an hour like 
this,” he said. 
“We are passing 
through a bit of destiny.” 
“The 
National 
Significance of 
Home Missions” was the theme for 
the 
afternoon 
session. 
Church 
leaders representing many parts of 
the country 
told 
of their work. 
Among the speakers 
was Bishop 
charles L. Mead of Denver.
